Alſo know that ews by drinking of water 
conceive the ſooner : for which canſe ſome ſhep- 
herds uſe to give them ſalt to ear, both that they 
may drink che more freely, and be the betrer in 
health, 

Note alſo that when the old rams in their time 
to cover the ews, be ſooner moved thereto then 
the young rams , it doth then ſignifie a good ſea- 
ſon and proſperons yeare for ſhecp: Bur if at the 
proper time to cover the ew, the young rams be 
ſooner provoked thereto then the old rams, then 
there is like to follow a great rot and murrain of 
ſheep. The way (ſay ſome) to cure them that they 
die not, is to tate the belly of a ram and feeth ic 
in wine and water together, which afrer mix with 
water, and give the ſame generally to all the ſheep 
to drink, and by ſo doing ab -_4 be cured. 
When 
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When you ſhear them, if you would that thele 
fleeces ſhonld grow apain thick and faſt, let the 
Moon be increafing,and by no means paſt the full, 
except it be for ſcabby and infeRed ſheep , ſuch as 
are eyery day ready to looſe their wool: for it is 
beſt to clip them when the moon decreaſeth. 

Geld ſheep and other cattell, che Moon in A- 
ries, Sagittarins, Or in Capricors, being in her laſt 
quarter, benignely configurated, and free from the 
rayes of Saturn and Mars. And if when yon 
wean your calves or other young cattel,you would 
not that they ſhould prove giddie, be ſare that the 
Moon be not within three dayes of her change, 
either before or after : For the prime is within 
3 dayes and 18 honres before or after the change, 
as wel as on the very day that the moon changeth.

bs Fanuary take off ſuperfluous branches from your fruir- 
trees, and prepare Your ground for Gardens , uncover 
T ree-roors; cut your Vines in ſome of the Twelve days. 

Ser Quick-ſers, Roſcs, and (allers in che end of Famer 
and the moneth following, And now cover up the roots of 
your trees with good earth, which you opened in the begin 
ning of Paxxary, | 

Plant when che Moon Is aſpeted by Pupiter or Fees in 
Tarr, Leo, Scorpio, or Aquarins: or in 8 Conjunition, Sex- 
ylle, or Trine alpe& with S@w3,and free from the body and 
rayes of Mers. 

In Merch, the weather being warm, #nd the wind neither 
In the Baſt or North, you may cur and graft trees,the Moon 

decres- 
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decreaſing; and In Aquariag, ,eſpecially if ſhe be cogfigurare 
with Fapiter or Ferns. | 

In the end of April, ar beginning of May, ſet or ſow ten- 
der herbs and ſeeds in your gardens , in a good tempersture 
of aire. | 

Renjove young Trees either in che end of Offober, In No- 
vember, or February, the Moon increaſing: and be ſure co (er 
chat fide Sourh which was South betore, becauſe it cannor 
endure the cold North. 

Gather all fruits thar you niean ro keep, In a drierime, 
when the Moon is paſt the full, decreating , and aſpeRed by 
Fuputer or Fexns, 

Sow all fuch ſeeds as have roind roots, dirher three or 
four dsyes after the full, or three or four dayes before the 
full, when Saturn is in ſome good aſpe& with the Moon, and 
free from the rayes of Mars. 

Yez,at all rimes eirher in ſowing of cora or of other ſeed, 
it is beſt to do it when $atxrn is not comouſt nor setragrade, 
nar peregrine; but rather ( if you can ſtay for ſuch a rime ) 
when he js in ſome of his digalties, or in 8 good aſpe& of 
che Moon ; and ( as I (aid before ) free from the rayes of 
Mars. 

Obſerve this likewiſe, That if you would have your nails 
grow fair ang clear, then malt you uſe © cut them whileſt 
the Moon encreaſeth in Tarw,Libre, Ares or Leo, & in ſome 
friendly aſpe& either with the Sun or Yezws, But however 
let not the Moon be in Gemini or Piſces, nor any of thoſe 
ewo fignes aſcending, 

Note al(o thar G the weaning of infants , If you would 
that the childe ſhould nor be fond of the nurſe, but quickly 


. forget the breaſt, let not the Moon be in Tax or Libre, bur 


rather in Gemini , Sagittarixs , Gapricormes, or Aquarius, far 
from the Sun, near che full, and not at all aſpe&ed. For the 
children that be chus weaned will quickly forget the breaſt, 
and be alſo forward to fallen upon any other food,

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How to make vines grow on cher- 
ry-trees, \ 


| þ yon would that a vine ſhould grow on a cher- 
rie-tree, and have the taſt of cherries, ſet a vine 
by a clerry-tree till it grow: and in the beginning 
of February make an hole throngh the cherry-tree 
in-whart place you think beſt :, then draw through 
the hole a brancb of the vine, ſo that it fill the hole, 
ſhaving away firſt as much of the old-bark of the 
'vine as ſhall be in the hole; that is, as much as ex- 
tends to the thickneſs of your cherry-tree. This 
done,you ſhall wrap it well about with $90d earth, 
and bind it well with alittle cloth, and order it in 
- all chings asin other graffings, remembring -to cat 
away the vine from the cherry-tree at the root- end 
thereof, either then when, you firſt draiy it in, or 
( which is beſt) « year after. _

Alſo you 
may bore an hole in an apple-tree to the pitch, and 
put into the hole water of what colour you will: 
then ſtopup the hole with a pin made of the wood 
of the ſame tree : So ſhall the apple be of the 
ſame colour with the liquour, which you put and 
ſtopped into the hole. 


How to make a ſowre tree bring forth 
ſweet fruit, 


F you have a frnit-tree that is ſowre, and would 

chat it ſhould bear ſweet fruit, you muſt dig the 
roor round abou: and dung it with pigs dung; fo 
(hall rhe fruit be ſweet : eſpecially if you take a 
piercer, and therewirh make an hole in the tree to 
the pith. and into the hole put water rempred with 
hony, ſtopping the hole again with a pin of the

by the creation of the world ; 10 which place as all: things. 


created are underſtood, fo eſpecially it. ſhould ſeem the 
celeſtial bodies to be intended : for 'theſe with their 
beauty, magnitude,and multitude; and with the perpe- 
ual ſtability, and wonderfull variety of their invaria- 
ble motions and effects, do in a marvellous manner cem- 
mend the wiſdome and goodnels of. the glorious God, 
arid do exceeding much draw us to the admiration; love, 
and knowledge of him; according; to that excellent te- 
ftimony of the kingly Propher, The heavens deelare the 
glory of God, and the firmament ſheweth bjs handie-work. And 
291in, There ts neither ſpeech nor language but their woice ts 
beard among them; P(al.19.1,3, And in Wiſd.13.4;5. faith 
Solomon But if they were aftoniſhed at their pawer and vertue, 
let them underſtand by them; tow much mightier be k 1hat made 
»bem. For by the greathe(s and beauty of the creatures, propertic- 
nably the Maker of-thim is ſcen. And from hence {ureit is 
that the Sideral ſcience is by ſome, not unfiely,called 
Natural Theologie. Solid orbs and comets to-be in the 
fublunary region;have heen maintained by many, both 
elder and later; yet by the infallible obſervations-and 
unparalle!'d wſtruments, joyned. with the unwearied 
iduicy, am almoſt invaluable expence of the Tres- 
noble Tycho,they have been found aJrogether falſe. Ma- 
ny other truths have ſprung out of the fruitful ſeminaty of 
Hrimpiire, 
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Hramburg,Which will ever memorize the founder: as that 
Venus and Mercury move about the Sun, that all the other 
Planers (exceptihe Moon) reſpeCt the Sun for their centre. 
That Saturn in oppoſition to the Sun, is nearer the earth 
then Venus in Apogeon. That Mars in oppoſition, is 
nearer the earth then the Sun itſelf; as by this following 
Syſteme of the heavens May be ſeen.
